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Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938. 

To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Longridge. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Longridge  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1938. 

The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  District  during  1958  was 
94 f  or  9  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gave  a  very  high  birth 
rate  of  20.6  (22.4  adjusted)  as  compared  with  16.4  for  England  and  Wales. 
This  is  the  highest  birth  rate  shown  for  this  District  since  1952. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  47  or  10  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year 
giving  a  death  rate  of  10.3  ( 1 1 .7  adjusted)  as  compared  with  11.7  for  the 
Country  as  a  whole. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  third  consecutive  year  there 
were  no  deaths  attributable  to  tuberculosis.  There  were  7  deaths  from 
malignant  neoplasms  and  17  deaths  from  heart  disease.  The  comparative 
figures  in  1957  were  12  and  21. 

Three  infants  died  before  reaching  one  ycecc  of  age.  There  was  one 
such  death  in  1957*  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  District  was 
31.9  as  compared  with  22.5  for  England  and  Wales. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  attributable  to  child  birth.  There 
have  been  no  such  deaths  since  the  year  1941. 


The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  46  qs  compared 
with  30  in  1957.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there 
were  38  cases  of  scarlet  fever  as  against  18  in  the  previous  year.  The 
disca.se  was  of  a  mild  type.  One  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Work  has  commenced  on  the  survey  of  the  first  Clearance  ^rea  and  ’/Till  be 
represented  early  in  the  new  year.  The  area  consists  of  20  houses  and  if 
acquired  oy  compulsory  purchase,  the  intention  is  to  redevelop  the  area  as  a 
whole  containing  dwellings  and  shops. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Page,  Fublic 
Health  Inspector,  for  his  ready  co-operation  in  all  matters,  and  to  the  other 
Officers  and  Staff  for  willing  assistance  whenever  required. 

Lastly  I  wouj-d  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
for  uheir  consideration  and  encourgement .

Laboratory  Services 

.The  Laboratory  of  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  was  used  to  examine 
specimans  for  the  diagnosis  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  for 
pathological  specimans  for  ordinary  diseases,  for  the  bacteriological 

examination  of  milks  and  ice  cream  and  also  tests  for  Tubercle  Bacillus 
in  milks. 

iov/ards  tne  end  oi  the  year,  a  new  public  health  laboratory  was 
opened  in  Preston.  The  laboratory  service  is  directed  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  caters  for  every  aspect 
of  the  public  health  work  of  a  local  authority  related  to  the  bacteriological 
and  pathological  examination  of  samples  and  specimans.

Rational  Assistance  Act,  1948 

It  has  now  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to  suitable  premises 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as  envisaged  by  Section  47  of  the 
above  Act. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  exercise  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951. 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further  powers  to  enable  them  to  deal 
expediently  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which 
they  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  Where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  another  registered  medical  practitioner  certify  that,  in  the  case  of  a 
person  to  whom  section  4/  (l)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  applies, 
it  is  necessary  in  their  opinion  that  he  should  be  removed  without  delay  from 
the  premises  in  which  he  is  residing,  an  application  for  a  removal  order  may 
be  made  immediately  to  the  appropriate  magistrates.  Any  order  made  under 
these  provisions  is  valid  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  weeks.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk. 

The  milk  retailed  in  Longridge  is  mostly  Tuberculin  Tested  and  farm 
bottled,  that  is  to  say  bottled  on  the  farm  of  production.  T.T.  milk  which 
is  not  farm  bottled  is  either  purchased  at  the  Ashley  Dairy  or  at  an  attested 
farm  and  bottacd  on  the  retailor* s  premises. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  control  milk  production 
at  the  farm,  and  any  milk  found  to  fail  the  methylene  blue  or  the 
bacteriological  test  is  reported  to  the  County  Milk  Production  Officer  for 
his  information  and  action,  and  at  the  same  time  the  milk  producer  is  informed 
of  the  unsat is factory  result.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

ilie  position  regarding  smoke  abatement  during  the  past  year  has 
remained  unchanged.  No  emissions  of  a  very  serious  character  have 
ocurred  during  the  year  although  one  industrial  plant  that  is  not  using 
mechanical  stokers  had  not  the  same  success  in  controlling  emissions  of 
dark  smoko  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  plants. 

ilic  Provision  Jche  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  has  been  further  implemented 
by  passing  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  (Appointed  Day)  Order,  1958  and  the  Dark 
Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958  and  should  go  a  long  way 
towards  the  effective  control  of  emissions  of  dark  smoke. 
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MEAT 


There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  area  for  the 
slaughtering  of  animals.  Both  premises  are  used  purely  for  the  meat  supply 
in. the  Ov/ner's  own  shops.  The  conditions  found  during  the  year  have  been 
fairly  good  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  Statutory  Notices 
for  the  control  and  management  of  the  premises. 

_  The  reciprocal  arrangement  with  Mr.  MacFarlane,  Public  Health  Inspector 
of  l'Ulwooa  Urban  District  Council,  whereby  he  carries  out  the  inspection  of 
meat  during  the  absence  of  hr.  Fage  on  holiday  has  again  worked  satisfactorily 
iir.  Page  of  course  carrying  out  the  meat  inspection  in  Hu 1 wood  during  Mr. 
MacFarlane ' s  holiday  period. 

No  improvements  of  a  major  character  have  been  carried  out  at  any  of  the 
slaughterhouses. .  The  new  slaughterhouse  regulations  will  institute  some 
alterations  and  improvements  when  the  necessary  surveys  have  been  conducted, 

.There  were  82  cattle,  170  cows,  1,011  sheep  and  89  pigs  slaughtered  and 
examined  during  the  year.  No  whole  carcases  were  condemned  for  generalised 
tubcerulosis  but  10  cattle,  35  cows  and  3  pigs  were  affected  by  this  disease 
m  some  organ  or  other.  One  ewe  was  condemned  for  being  in  a  septic  and 
fevered  condition,  14  cattle,  52  cows,  177  sheep  and  4  pigs  Were  condemned 
for  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis.  No  animals  were  found  to  be  affected 
with. Cysticercosis  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
re i ridge rat ion  treatment  lor  the  elimination  of  this  condition.  As  in  the 
pas u  all  condemned  meat  continues  to  be  voluntarily  surrendered,  such  meat 
oeing  -cransported  to  a  suitable  factory  specially  designed  for  the  treatment 
of  diseased  meat  where  it  is  rendered  safe  and  sterile  before  being  utilised 
i or  purposes  other  than  human  consumption.

Generally  speaking  improvements  have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily  although 
all  premises  have  not  yet  been  brought  up  to  a  suitable  standard  as  required 
by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

One  of  the  difficulties  met  with  is  the  lack  of  space  in  the  small 
house  and  shop  where  the  upmost  difficulty  is  being  found  to  provide  suitable 
space  for  siting  the  necessary  equipment  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

As  mentioned  last  year  travelling  shops  continue  to  be  a  problem  although 
the  owners  of  these  shops  are  in  most  cases  making  a  determined  effort  to 
enclose  and  improve  their  vehicles  and  more  progress  has  been  achieved  in  this 
field  during  the  year. 
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v/ATER  SUPPLY 


There  is  no  change  in  the  present  water  supply  to  Longridge,  the  control 
of  which  is  by  Preston  Corporation  Rater  Department  and  is  supplied  by  an 
upland  water  source  collected  from  the  Longridge  Pell.  The  quality  during  the 
year  has  been  good  and  very  little  complaint  has  been  made  with  regard  to  any 
taint.  There  was  no  restriction  in  the  use  of  water  during  1958,  the  supply 
being  full  and  continuous  to  all  consumers.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  olevontli  Annual  Report  which  is  for  the 
year  1958* 

The  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  quite  satisfactorily  and  no 
major  problems  arose  regarding  staff  or  breakdown  of  services. 

My  contact  with  owners  of  promises  and  shopkeepers  has  been  very  good 
and  usually  I  have  met  with  a  ready  co-operation  in  executing  the  various 
items  of  improvements  suggested.  One  reason  for  such  co-operation  is  the 
personal  approach  that  is  possible  in  a  small  area,  much  more  Going 
accomplished  than  would  be  the  case  if  discussions  had  zo  take  place  by 
correspondence . 


The  new  legislation  that  is  at  present  being  thrust  upon  Local 
Authorities  is  necessitating  extra  work  if  one  is  to  keep  up  to  date 
abreast  of  the  times.

The  general  standard  of  repair  in  the  older  properties  has  risen  and 
more  and  more  improvements  arc  being  carried  out  due  in  the  main  to  two 
reasons ,  one  the  higher  x*ont  that  an  owner  is  able  to  ask  for  and  the  other, 
there  is  now  a  sufficient  labour  force  to  do  the  necessary  work.

RODENT  CONTROL 


Tho  position  rognrdino  routine  inspections  in  the  district  is  smilar 
to  that  of  previous  years.  There  continues  to  be  a  reduction  1 
population  in  tL  Ja  and  is  no  doubt  the  result  of  routine  inspections  end 
viperous  disinfect  at  ion  action  tatcc-n  in  the  past.  The  position  in  Longn  g 
is°sinilar  to  that  in  other  parts  of  the  country  as  reports  have  been 
received  fron  other  areas  of  the  cutting  down  of  the  rodent  population. 

Y/c  arc  informed  by  the  Ministry  that  whilst  tnis  satisfactory  position 
prevails  it  can  only  continue  by  the  same  vigorous  actionbeing  taken  as  a 
routine  measure.  The  rapidity  with  which  the  rat  population  can  increase  it 
allowed  to  do  so  would  soon  show  a  tremendous  increase, with  the  consequent 
destruction  of  vital  foodstuffs.  Two  six  monthly  treatments  of  the  Council 
sewage  system  conducted  showed  very  little  infestation.  Only  oud  isolate 
infestations  were  found  and  then  only  of  a  minor  character. 

One  part  time  operator  is  employed  to  carry  out  tho  necessary  work  of 
treatment.

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,, 


The  work  of  collecting  refuse  has  been  conducted  without  any  major 
breakdown  either  from  failure  from  machinery  or  absence  or  sickness  of 
staff,  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year, 
with  the  one  exception  as  in  past  years,  the  week  oi  the  Council  holiday. 

Difficulties  still  arise  in  maintaining  the  one  vehicle  and  keeping 
it  in  constant  service.  It  is  fatal  to  try  to  efficiently  run  the  present 
cleansing  service  with  an  aged  machine  requiring  frequent  visits  to  the 

garage. 


No  service  problems  have  arisen  with  regard  to  the  renewal  of  old 
worn  out  dustbins,  owners  and  occupiers  co-operating  very  well.  The 
Council  have  sold  28  bins  to  owners  during  the  year. 


Disposal.  The  Thornley  Tip  has  been  used  throughout  the  year.  There 
is  a  strong  possibility  of  finding  another  site  more  suitable  and  with  a 
considerable-  amount  of  accommodation  which  will  last  for  the  next  1 0  or 
60  years.  The  ever  present  problem  of  finding  suitable  covering  soil  will 
be  solved  by  using  the  existing  spoil  heaps  at  present  on  the  site. 


One-  major  problem  which  occurs  is  that  of  fires  on  the  tip  which, 
duo  to  its  remoteness,  lack  of  supervision  and  easy  access  for  children, 
has  caused  some  damage  and  expense. 

No  serious  infestations  have  ocurrod  from  rats  or  insects.  Periodical 
treatments  for  rodents  and  chemical,  dressing  of  the  refuse  has  prevented 
any  nuisance  from  these  sources. 

Salvage.  The  collection  of  ell  forms  of  salvage  lias  been  successful 
this  year  and  the  yearly  collection  of  waste  paper  is  the  highest  since  the 
commencement  of  those  collections  by  this  council  which  goes  back  to  the 
prewar  years. 

The  average  monthly  weight  per  1,000  of  population  is  39  cwts.  This 
figure  includes  paper  previously  stored  at  Chapel  Hill  during  the  time 
when  acceptance  of  paper  was  restricted  by  the  Board  Hill,  although  the 
true  yearly  collection  has  improved.  The  weight  per  month  collected  during 
1937  was  34*6  cwts. 


The  Council’s  contract  with  the  Thames  Board  Hills  continues  to  bo 
maintained  and  the  price  has  not  altered  materially  during  this  period.
